The person most qualified to be the 
Chairman of the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion (PUCO), Commissioner William 
Brooks, has evidently been passed over as & 
‘candidate for that appointment. 

It is rumored that Lottery Director Tho- 
mas Chema, an attorney, has been asked by 
Governor Richard Celeste to accept the 
post and he has agreed. 

If this is true, Gov. Celeste, has made an 
"end run around the committee he selected 
ato screen applicants. 

Commissioner Brooks has been active in 

tility rate making for the past two decades. 
He was director of the Columbus Public 
Utilities Department from 1964 to 1971 and 
after leaving his directorship he continued 
to serve as special counsel to the city han- 
dling rate cases exclusively. 

Chema has done well as Ohio Lottery 
Director. His supporters applaud his 
achievements pointing to increased 
revenues. The lottery's revenue was con- 
sistent with increasing acceptance of gam- 
bling in America, and with the startup of the 
Lotto game which virtually every state has 
used to generate quantum leaps in lottery 
revenue. 

If Brooks is passed over it can only mean 
the Celeste Administration has a quota for 
Blacks. 

Promotions were the order of the day in 
the Welfare and Budget departments, 
where the deputies. were white. But in the 
case of Brooks, his outstanding record both 
on and off the PUCO is not enough to 
recommend his promotion. 

Senator Mike White (D-21) and Senator 
William Bowen (D-9) should have a heart- 
to-heart talk about quotas.

Redistricting last occurred in 1981, as a response to 
census bureau data that showed Ohio losing two 
congressional seats. At the time, Republicans and 
Democrats were forced to compromise on a plan in 
which one heavily-Republican district and one 
heavily-Democratic district would be eliminated 

Democratic sources close to the pian also state that 
one of the conditions of Republican support was that, 
in Franklin County. the 15th Ohio Senate district 
then represented by John Kasich--would be almost 
entirely in the 12th Congressional district thus giving 
Kasich a leg up on the seat he would ultimately win 
from former-Congressman Bob Shamansky. 

However, 8 portion of the 15th Senate district-- 
largely comprising Black voters on Columbus’ near 
east side-—was retained in Congressman Chalmers 
Wylie’s 15th Congressional district. This hed the 
effect of diluting Black voting strength, by splitting 
the county's Black voters into two different districts. 

The 1981 plan was overturned by the federal district 
court because the size differences between various 
districts statewide were too large to be acceptable to 
“one-man, one-vote” guidelines.

The Celeste administration obviously has 
different policies for the promotion, for 
whites have no problems advancing. 

Chema and Nabakowski, have no expe- 
rience in the area they are being promoted 
into. But when it’s a question of promoting 
Blacks, like Brooks and Bean, who know 
what they are doing, there is a quota system 
that says six Blacks in the cabinet are 
enough.

said, “there's no reason you can't put 95 percent of 
the Blacks in Franklin County in one voting district.” 
This would be consistent with a recent redistricting 
case in Mississippi, where the U.S. Supreme Court 
upheld an appeals court ruling that the dilution of 
Black voting strength may be impermissible under 
the Voting Rights Act. : 

Meshe! has been pushing for congressional redis- 
tricting since the court overturned the previous plan. 
Don Pesich, Meshel's aide, said, “We weren't in favor 
of that (previous) plan trom the onset.” and the 
court's action gives Senate Democrats an opportun- 
ity to rewrite the plan. 

No redistricting bill has been introduced, although, 
according to Pesich, there is “ongoing discussion of 
the redistricting plan” by the Governor and fegisiative 
leaders. 

The health of Sen. Oliver Ocasek (D-Northfield) 
was expected to hinder redistricting. Democrats, who 
own a slim 17-16 margin in the Senate, would need 
every vote in order to pass a redistricting bill, and 
Ocasek has recently had bypass bat olde However, 
senate sources told The CALL & POST that Ocasek's 
heaith is improving rapidly, and it is quite possible he 
will be available to vote on such a bill before the year 
ends, and Senate contro! is turned over to the 
Republicans. , 

State Rep. Ray Miller (D-Columbus). who has been 
touted as one who could run for the redistricted seat, 
believes that “the first hurdle is to develop a redistrict- 
ing plan thet is acceptable to both Mouse and 
Senate.” in fact, there had been tensions between the 
Housé and Senate on the 1981 plan. ? 

Once that hurdie is crossed, Miller is convinced 
that, ‘lf we drew a district that is fair and equitable, 
8nd uses natural boundaries, we can draw a district 
that aBleck can win.”

Their sharp criticisms of the workings of our eco- 
nomic system has led to a defensive reaction. Critics 
of the letter attacked the specific proposals made by 
the Bishops and attempted to play down the serious-

But tne Bishops’ document is the start of a moral 
crusade on behalf of America's poor, one that should 
win the support of all Americans of all religious and 
political persuasions. 

The Bishops’ call for “a new commitment to eco- 
nomic justice” is necessary to correct the malfunc- 
tionings of an economic system that provides much 
for many, but excludes millions trom full participa- 
tion. Americans need to rediscover the sense of car- 
ing they have lost in recent years. 

Poverty has risen sharply in recent years and that 
the gap between the affluent and the poor is growing. 
The Bishops ask how such a rich country can justify 
that situation and their answer is that “gross inequali- 
ties are morally unjustifiable.” 

Ata time when poverty is ascribed to shortcomings 
on the part of those who are poor, the Bishops’ mes- 
sage is that “broader social and institutional factors 
are an integral part of the problem.” Those factors 
Inciude “racial discrimination, the feminization of 
poverty, and the distribution of income and wealth.”

Too many people think that if you just leaye the free 
market system to operate, enough opportunities will 
be created to end poverty.

Even the current strong recovery hasn't had 
much effect on the 35 million poor Americans and the 
millions hovering just above the poverty line. 

So the Bishops’ letter is an important step in reach- 
ing the vast numbers of Americans who don't under- 
stand the moral imperative to create a more just 
society. 

By elevating economic issues to the moral plane 
the Bishops have raised essential questions about the 
nature of our society and the role of our economic 
system. By pointing out that economic systems serve 
the needs of mankind, not the other way around, the 
Bishops break through the veil of myths that obscure 
policy decisions. _ 

The Bishops’ statement has been a bitter pill for 
many to take. The draft letter hat been attacked by 
those who prefer to leave the problems of the poor 
and the disinherited out of their consciousness; who 
prefer to consign moral principles to an hour or two 
on a Sunday morning rather than practice them all 
week long. 

For that reason the letter is a historic pronounce- 
ment cailing the nation back to a moral awareness of 
the need to become more just socially and economi- 
cally. It is a call to recover America's ideals.and its 
devotion to moral principles and fairness.

“We're losing some of the 
gains that we obtained in the 
60s and 70s although it is more 
subtle now” Ball added. 

Ball said, ‘the fault has been 
in the leadership.”

Attorney John Francis who 
served two terms beginning 
in1952 and 1963, agreed that

Francis said a paid full-time 
president would be “an attrib- 
ute”, but doesn’t think that the 
national office would approve 
a paid full-time leader. “Even 
when | was president we tried, 
but we were competing with 
otter branches for the money. 

Olas Dunson,” president in 
the early 1970's said the 
NAACP is “not doing anything 
based on the needs of people 
who have been discriminated 
against." Dunson said, “they 
have acquiesced complaints to 
other organizations such as 
the Ohio Civil Rights Com- 
mission.” 


“It needs to get back to filing 
discrimination and housing 
suits. Pi prutality, there is 
no use'tal w@bout because 
no one will do anything about 
it." he added. 


He thinks the downward 
trend of interest is because 
“people thought we had done 
everything that had been 
done.” 

Dunson said, although he 
is not as active as he would like 
due to health problems, he 
does note that there is “not 
wide enough participation in 
the community.” 

“We just don’t support the 
things like we ought to,” he 
added. 

Under Dunson's leadership, 
the NAACP filed suit against 
the Columbus Board of Educa- 
tion alledging intentional 
segregation inthe 70s.
